PROCLAMATION 


EMPLOY  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED  WEEK  - -OCTOBER  5 - 11,  1952 


The  physically  handicapped  are  an  important  segment  of  our 
human  resources.  The  placement  of  qualified  physically  handicapped  workers 
in  suitable  employment  is  a matter  of  urgent  concern  to  every  community  in 
Pennsylvania . 


State  agencies  such  as  the  Bureau  of  Rehabilitation  and  the  State 
Employment  Service  are  active  the  whole  year  through  to  promote  the  welfare 
and  employment  of  the  physically  handicapped,  but  their  efforts  can  be  more 
successful  with  the  wholehearted  cooperation  of  private  groups,  civil  organiza- 
tions, industry,  labor  and  individual  citizens.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  re- 
ceiving this  cooperation  in  Pennsylvania  in  generous  measure,  but  we  must  re- 
double our  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  physically  handicapped  in  the  interests  of 
national  security  as  well  as  the  continued  prosperity  of  this  Commonwealth. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  John  S.  Fine,  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  do  hereby  designate  and  proclaim  October  5 through 
October  11,  1952,  as  Employ  the  Physically  Handicapped  Week.  I urge  the  ci- 
izens  of  our  Commonwealth  to  observe  this  period  as  an  opportunity  to  acquaint 
themselves  with  the  remarkable  accomplishments  that  have  been  made  in  the 
past  by  countless  men  and  women  who  were  handicapped  by  physical  disability, 
and  to  consider  ways  in  which  other  such  persons  may  be  provided  with  the  means 
of  becoming  self-reliant. 

I ask  that  during  this  week  our  citizens  cooperate  in  every  way 
possible  with  the  various  agencies  concerned  with  the  job  placement  of  handi- 
capped persons,  and  that  employers  especially,  whether  large  or  small,  give 
earnest  consideration  to  the  possibility  of  hiring  additional  physically  handi- 
capped workers  for  positions  they  may  be  well  qualified  to  fill. 

GIVEN  under  my  hand  and  the  Great  Seal  of  the  State, 
at  the  City  of  Harrisburg,  this  twenty- second  day  of 
September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  fifty-two,  and  of  the  Commonwealth  the  one 
hundred  and  seventy-seventh.

The  handicapped  are  a definite  part  of  our  society.  It  is  hard  to  imagine  the 
extra  stamina  and  courage  these  persons  must  possess.  Life  is  difficult 
enough  for  the  best  of  us  most  of  the  time,  but  add  to  an  average  day's 
duties  the  handicap  of  a missing  hand  or  two,  or  legs,  or  perhaps  paralysis. 
Obstacles  then  become  almost  insurmountable. 

Therefore,  it  is  imperative  that  we  continue  to  expand  our  efforts  in  behalf 
of  the  physically  handicapped.  . . not  only  during  National  Employ  the  Physical- 
ly Handicapped  Week  but  every  day  of  the  year;  not  only  through  job  place- 
ment but  also  in  helping,  in  every  way  possible,  the  disabled  to  overcome 
their  afflictions  at  least  to  the  degree  where  they  can  again  take  an  active 
part  in  civic  life  and  earn  their  own  way  in  society  instead  of  being  dependent 
upon  an  individual  or  an  agency  for  maintenance. 

Each  year  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  alone  some  80,  000  persons 
are  injured  seriously  through  industrial  or  public  accidents  or  disease.  Of 
this  number  about  20,  000  will  be  unable  to  return  to  their  jobs  or  to  enter 
their  chosen  vocation.  These  disabled  persons,  injured  and  unemployed, 
ask  that  they  be  given  preparation  for,  and  an  opportunity  to  work.  To  this 
end  we  must  pledge  our  efforts. 

We  currently  are  looking  forward  to  the  establishment  of  a comprehensive 
rehabilitation  center  in  Pennsylvania.  When  we  fulfill  this  goal,  and  we  hope 
it  will  be  in  the  near  future,  it  will  be  a big  step  in  the  right  direction  of 
helping  our  severely  disabled.  Pennsylvania  has  been  conducting  a vocation- 
al rehabilitation  program  since  1919  but  never  has  our  great  state  had  its 
own  facilities  where  the  disabled  could  be  taken  for  proper  treatment,  train- 
ing and  counseling  which  would  prepare  them  for  gainful  employment  and  a 
happier  and  more  secure  life.  It  has  been  necessary  for  us  to  send  them  to 
centers  in  other  states. 

Last  year  alone  some  3400  disabled  men  and  women  were  rehabilitated  into 
successful  employment  by  our  Bureau  of  Rehabilitation.  With  adequate  facili- 
ties, such  as  would  be  provided  in  our  proposed  rehabilitation  center,  this 
number  could  be  increased  greatly.  As  a result,  the  responsibilities  of  the 
hundreds  of  persons  who  serve  on  the  Governor's  Committee  for  the  Handi- 
capped and  the  90  local  committees  would  be  increased. 

We  know  you  will  meet  the  challenge  because  your  expanded  activities  year 
after  year  indicates  your  warm  interest  in  this  worthy  project.  We  must  and 
will  accept  this  humanitarian  challenge. 
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A HISTORY  OF  NEPH  WEEK  IN  PENNSYLVANIA 

The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  has  joined  wholeheartedly  with  the 
Nation  as  a whole  in  promoting  National  Employ  the  Physically  Handicapped 
Week  since  the  inception  of  the  Week. 

This  event,  which  is  observed  during  the  first  full  week  of  October  each  year, 
has  as  its  primary  purpose  to  stimulate  the  rehabilitation  and  the  employ- 
ment of  the  physically  handicapped  in  suitable  work  on  an  equal  basis  with 
their  fellow  citizens. 

Within  two  months  following  the  passage  by  the  79th  Congress  of  Public  Law 
176,  giving  birth  to  the  annual  observance  of  NEPH  Week,  Pennsylvania 
participated  in  the  first  observance  of  the  Week  in  October  1945.  This  first 
observance  was  spearheaded  in  the  various  communities  of  the  Commonwealth 
by  the  joint  efforts  of  field  offices  and  personnel  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Employment  Service,  the  Veterans  Employment  Service,  and  the  Bureau  of 
Rehabilitation,  in  cooperation  with  other  interested  agencies  and  organiza- 
tions in  the  community. 

The  following  year,  1946,  initial  steps  were  taken  to  suggest  appropriate 
statewide  activities,  for  the  Commonwealth  as  a whole,  by  a small  committee 
consisting  of  State  office  representatives  of  government  agencies  concerned 
with  the  problem  of  the  handicapped. 

In  1947,  statewide  plans  took  further  shape  as  a result  of  the  formation  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Inter-agency  Committee  for  NEPH  Week.  This  Committee  con- 
sisted of  10  public  and  private  organizations,  including  the  three  agencies 
mentioned  above,  the  Veterans  Administration,  statewide  veterans'  organiza- 
tions, the  American  Federation  of  the  Physically  Handicapped,  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Society  for  Crippled  Children  and  Adults. 

The  first  Pennsylvania  Community  Plan  was  developed  by  this  Committee, 
setting  forth  suggestions  for  the  statewide  observance  of  the  Week  in  the 
various  communities,  recommending  the  formation  of  local  NEPH  Week  or- 
ganization committees  to  plan  local  activities,  and  suggesting  types  of  sub- 
committees to  be  set  up  and  functions  to  be  assigned  to  them.  A great  many 
local  committees  were  formed  and  the  foundation  was  laid  for  the  wide-scale 
community  activities  that  have  consistently  been  carried  on  since. 

In  1948,  the  State  committee  was  expanded  from  a membership  of  10  organi- 
zations, primarily  government  agencies,  to  30  organizations,  and  included 
representatives  of  industry,  labor,  veterans'  organizations,  the  medical 
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profession,  and  various  other  statewide  civic,  fraternal,  and  other  organiza- 
tions interested  in  the  problem  of  suitable  employment  for  the  handicapped. 
The  expanded  committee  was  named  the  Pennsylvania  Committee  for  NEPH 
Week.  In  addition  to  issuing  a rather  comprehensive  Pennsylvania  Communi- 
ty Plan  for  the  observance  of  NEPH  Week,  it  initiated  the  award  by  the  State 
Committee  of  a State  Certificate  of  Merit,  which  was  awarded  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  local  committee  to  employers  who  had  demonstrated  an 
effective  employment  policy  in  the  hiring  and  use  of  physically  handicapped 
workers.  A total  of  80  local  community  committees  functioned  throughout 
the  State  for  the  observance  of  the  1948  NEPH  Week. 

In  March  and  April  1949,  Pennsylvania  participated  in  the  first  national 
NEPH  Essay  Contest.  A Pennsylvania  youth,  John  R.  Shankey,  of  Peabody 
High  School,  Pittsburgh,  was  declared  the  nationwide  winner  of  the  Contest, 
receiving  the  $ 1,  000  first  prize  award  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States  at  ceremonies  held  at  the  White  House. 

The  State  Committee  was  further  expanded  in  1949  to  33  member  organiza- 
tions and  began  emphasizing  particularly  year  -round  efforts  to  promote  the 
employment  of  the  handicapped  workers  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Be- 
cause of  this  year-round  emphasis,  the  name  of  the  State  Committee  was 
changed  to  the  Pennsylvania  Committee  for  Employment  of  the  Handicapped, 
the  reference  to  NEPH  Week  being  deleted  from  the  title.  Similarly,  local 
community  committees  adopted  the  title  of Committee  for  Employ- 

ment of  the  Handicapped.  A total  of  88  community  committees  covering  the 
entire  State  was  functioning  in  1949  and  has  continued  to  function  to  the  pres- 
ent day.  This  number  was  considered  the  largest  number  of  active  communi- 
ty committees  in  any  state  of  the  Nation. 

During  this  period,  the  State  Committee  discontinued  the  State  Certificate  of 
Merit,  in  favor  of  the  Employer's  Award  of  Merit  awarded  by  the  President's 
Committee,  upon  recommendation  of  local  and  state  committees,  to  employ- 
ers who  have  made  outstanding  efforts  in  promoting  suitable  employment  of 
the  handicapped.  As  a result  of  this  program,  20  to  30  employers  in  various 
parts  of  the  State  have  received  the  National  Award  of  Merit  annually  at 
suitable  ceremonies  conducted  by  local  community  committees. 

In  1950,  as  a result  of  the  Korean  incident,  particular  stress  was  given  by  the 
State  Committee  and  the  various  community  committees  to  the  importance  of 
utilizing  physically  handicapped  workers  to  help  meet  the  increasing  defense 
manpower  needs  of  the  Nation.  This  theme  has  been  stressed  during  the  sub- 
sequent NEPH  Week  observance,  as  well  as  in  year-round  efforts  of  the 
committees  and  member  organizations. 
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In  1952,  the  State  Committee  became  known  as  the  "Governor's  Committee 
on  Employment  of  the  Handicapped,  " to  reflect  recognition  of  the  Committee 
as  the  official  Governor's  Committee  and  to  conform  with  titles  of  similar 
committees  in  other  states.  A considerable  further  expansion  of  the  State 
Committee  was  made  to  include  civic,  religious,  health  and  other  statewide 
groups  not  previously  included  in  its  membership,  so  that  at  present  a total 
of  approximately  50  organizations  or  groups  is  represented  on  the  Governor's 
Committee. 

A marked  innovation  in  the  program  this  year  was  the  first  annual  "kick-off" 
dinner  meeting  which  was  held  in  Harrisburg  on  October  2,  and  was  attended 
by  representatives  of  local  committees  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  as 
well  as  by  members  of  the  State  Committee  and  high  officials  of  the  State 
government,  including  the  Governor,  Honorable  John  S.  Fine,  and  cabinet 
officials.  The  dinner  meeting,  which  was  held  on  October  2,  was  designed  to 
spark  the  observance  of  the  Week,  which  officially  began  on  October  5 and 
continued  through  October  11. 

During  the  past  three  observances  of  NEPH  Week,  in  addition  to  the  emphasis 
on  the  usefulness  of  handicapped  workers  in  meeting  the  Nation's  manpower 
needs  for  defense,  attention  and  emphasis  have  been  given  statewide  to  appro- 
priate consideration  of  the  abilities  of  the  more  severely  handicapped  and  also 
of  the  older  handicapped  who  are  faced  with  the  obstacle  of  age  as  well  as  dis- 
ability in  securing  employer  acceptance.  Moreover,  greater  emphasis  has 
been  placed  on  the  fact  that  the  problem  of  the  employment  of  the  handicapped 
is  not  merely  a one-week  problem  but,  rather,  a year-round  one.  The  1952 
Community  Plan  contained  specific  suggestions,  therefore,  for  carrying  out 
a year-round  program,  in  addition  to  the  concentrated  efforts  during  NEPH 
Week  for  stimulating  the  employment  of  the  handicapped. 

While  the  Governor's  Committee  at  the  State  level  has  given  broad,  general 
guidance  to  Pennsylvania's  observance  of  NEPH  Week,  the  program  has 
rightfully  been  carried  out  essentially  as  a local  community  activity- -planned, 
developed,  and  carried  out  by  public -spirited  citizens  at  the  community  level. 
The  activities  reflected  on  the  following  pages  give  some  idea  of  the  type  and 
scale  of  events  carried  out  through  efforts  of  interested,  concientious  and 
hard-working  members  of  local  community  committees  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.

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PENNSYLVANIA  NEPH  ACTIVITIES  - 1952 


SOME  STATEWIDE  RESULTS 

The  co-operation  and  efforts  of  most  local  Community  Committees  have  been 
very  fine  during  1952  with  favorable  results.  Many  committees  reported  ever 
increasing  consciousness  and  assistance  on  the  part  of  employers  and  public 
relations  agencies.  In  1952,  for  the  first  time,  representatives  of  the  various 
religious  faiths  were  appointed  to  the  Governor's  Committee  and  many  local 
committees  did  likewise.  This  resulted  in  greatly  increased  publicity. 

Local  committees  reported  166  special  talks  before  business  and  veterans 
groups,  such  as  Rotary,  Kiwanis,  American  Legion,  etc.  , with  attendance  of 
more  than  15,  000  persons.  Some  committees  did  not  report  in  a specific 
manner . 

Radio  and  TV  Stations  rendered  splendid  assistance.  133  programs  were  re- 
ported which  does  not  include  spot  announcements  by  practically  all  stations. 

Newspapers  in  most  areas  were  very  co-operative.  More  than  5,  000  column 
inches  were  reported.  In  addition,  many  newspapers  participated  in  large 
ads  publicizing  NEPH  Week.  A large  number  of  merchants  included  slogans 
like  "Hire  the  Handicapped  - It's  Good  Business"  in  their  newspaper  ads  and 
other  publicity  media.  Many  restaurants  also  included  like  data  on  their 
menu  cards. 

Mayors  and  Burgesses  of  more  than  90  cities  and  boroughs  issued  proclama- 
tions on  NEPH  Week. 

Eighteen  employers  throughout  the  State  received  Employer  Awards  of  Merit 
from  the  President's  Committee,  through  the  Governor's  and  Local  Commit- 
tees, for  their  liberal  policies  in  hiring  of  the  handicapped.  The  employers 
are  identified  under  the  various  districts  and  local  committees. 

During  October  1952,  there  were  1,437  placements  of  handicapped  workers, 
thru  the  various  Pennsylvania  State  Employment  Offices,  out  of  a total  of 
25,  336  placements.  The  "handicapped"  placements  increased  23.  3 per  cent 
over  1951,  whereas,  the  total  placements  increased  22.3  percent.  The  total 
"Veteran"  placements  showed  an  improvement  of  31.0  per  cent  with  the 
"handicapped  veteran"  up  25.  8 per  cent.

Week"  and  other  "Weeks"  interfering  with  NEPH  publicity, 
or,  that  these  other  "Weeks,  " peculiar  to  Pennsylvania, 
be  shifted.  (Note  - the  President's  Committee  already 
set  the  dates  for  1953  - October  4-10.) 

❖ b.  New  and  More  Up-to-Date  Films  be  procured.  Many  of 
currently  available  films  are  defective  and  they  do  not 
clearly  indicate  the  desired  message. 

c.  Revised  Radio  Material  for  announcement  of  from  five  to 
fifteen  minutes.  Much  of  present  script  is  not  pertinent. 

d.  New  Posters  with  more  live  stories  and  of  varying  sizes 
to  be  used  on  trucks  and  other  places  where  the  present 
sizes  are  not  suitable.  The  stories  portrayed  do  not 
seem  convincing. 

e.  Newspaper  Mats  of  from  one  to  three  column  widths  and 
about  three  to  twelve  inches  in  depth  should  be  available. 

f.  Earlier  Publicity-comes  from  nearly  all  sections.  Ac- 
complishment of  this  must  start  at  National  level  so 
that  the  Governor's  Committee  will  know  what  is  avail- 
able to  include  in  their  implementation.

PHILADELPHIA 

One  of  the  outstanding  activities  in  the  promotion  of  NEPH  Week  for  the  past 
two  years,  has  been  a huge  parade,  which  takes  about  an  hour  to  pass  a given 
point.  The  parade  was  witnessed  by  an  estimated  500,000  people.  This  is 
probably  one  of  the  outstanding  types  of  publicity  used  anywhere  in  the  country. 
The  parade  included  cars  bearing  Veterans  from  the  Fort  Dix  Hospital, 
Philadelphia  Naval  Hospital  and  the  Valley  Forge  General  Hospital,  as  well 
as  bands  from  several  of  the  military  installations  and  a number  of  the  high 
schools.  A large  number  of  floats  were  a part  of  the  parade,  representing 
industry,  agencies  and  government,  and  in  some  instances,  at  a considerable 
cost  to  the  exhibitors. 

Another  novel  event  was  the  entertainment  of  the  Veterans  from  the  various 
military  hospitals,  following  the  parade.  They  were  taken  to  Palumbo's 
Restaurant  for  luncheon  which  was  donated  by  the  restaurant;  from  there  to 
the  Earle  Theatre  for  a matinee,  as  the  guests  of  Warner  Brothers,  followed 
by  a dinner  and  floor  show  at  Sciolli's  Restaurant. 

In  preparation  for  and  during  NEPH  Week,  35  special  talks  were  given  be- 
fore various  Chapters  of  the  Optimist  Club;  Rotary  Club;  Businessmen's 
Association;  luncheon  clubs,  etc.  , with  an  estimated  attendance  of  about 
5, 000. 

A number  of  radio  and  TV  programs  were  given  during  the  week,  as  well  as 
prior  thereto  and  following.  One  of  the  TV  broadcasts  included  a newsreel 
showing  the  signing  of  the  NEPH  Proclamation  by  Mayor  Joseph  Clark  in  the 
presence  of  Judge  Vincent  A.  Carroll,  A.  Allen  Sulcowe  and  Daniel  J.  Littley. 

Mr.  G.  F.  Wurtele,  owner -manager  of  the  Great  Northern  Theatre,  located 
at  Germantown  and  Erie  Avenues,  Philadelphia,  cooperated  with  the  local 
office  in  publicizing  the  NEPH  Week. 

At  his  own  expense,  he  had  30  feet  of  35  m.  m.  film  made,  giving  the  dates 
of  NEPH  Week,  the  purpose  of  the  week  and  the  name,  address  and  phone 
number  of  the  PSES  local  office.  This  immediately  followed  the  quotation 
"If  you  need  a good  handicapped  worker  call  or  write.  " The  film  ended  with 
the  slogan,  "Hire  the  Handicapped  - It's  Good  Business.  " 

The  film  was  shown  five  times  on  Sunday,  October  5,  three  times  daily 
during  the  remainder  of  the  week  except  Saturday,  when  it  was  shown  four 
times.  Total  attendance  5,000.

During  the  Philadelphia  parade,  District  publicity  section  arranged  with 
Station  WFIL-TV  for  the  use  of  one  remote-TV  truck  which  was  equipped 
with  loudspeakers  for  the  announcing  of  the  activities  of  the  week  and  the 
special  TV  show,  "Give  Them  a Sporting  Chance."  The  announcements  were 
made  all  along  the  parade  line  of  march.

no  happiness  for  handicapped  veterans  of  war  without  a sense  of  achievement. 

"So  many,  many  of  our  boys,  back  from  the  Hell  of  Korea,  are  minus  a leg, 
foot,  arm  or  eye.  BUT  THEY  CAN  WORK,  WANT  TO  WORK,  AND  CAN 
DO  A GOOD,  HONEST  DAY'S  WORK  IF  GIVEN  THE  CHANCE.  "

During  NEPH  Week  three  handicapped  workers  who  have  overcome  serious 
physical  disabilities  to  qualify  for  new  and  useful  occupations,  demonstrated 
their  abilities  to  perform  before  the  Community  Committee  at  a meeting  held 
at  the  Hotel  Bethlehem. 

Mr.  Richard  Suck,  Chairman  of  the  Bethlehem  Committee,  was  Chairman  of 
the  meeting  and  presented  three  handicapped  persons,  each  of  whom  told  a 
story  of  having  surmounted  obstacles  in  their  path  of  self-sufficiency  without 
dependence  on  relations  or  friends. 

The  Bethlehem  Chapter  of  the  American  Business  Club  opened  a Shelter  Work 
Shop  for  physically  handicapped  persons  during  NEPH  Week.  Contracts  were 
received  from  several  employers  which  should  be  able  to  take  care  of  about 
40  handicapped  persons.  The  work  consists  of  assembling  parts  for  the 
Roller -Smith  Company  and  other  work  such  as  mailing  and  stuffing  envelopes.

Mr.  Ulans  drives  to 
work  from  Bethlehem  to  Lehigh  Foundries,  Inc.  , where  he  has  been  em- 
ployed since  June  12,  1950.  He  has  not  been  late  nor  absent  during  this 
entire  period.  Bohdan  uses  a wheel  chair  as  a more  expedient  means  of  get- 
ting around  while  he  does  his  work  in  the  Purchasing  Department.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Lafayette  College,  Class  of  1939. 

Leonard  M.  McKown  had  a right  arm  amputation  below  the  elbow  during  his 
childhood.  He  started  with  the  Radio  City  Products  Company  while  it  was 
located  in  New  York  City  and  moved  with  them  to  Easton.  He  has  been  with 
the  Company  for  ten  years  and  is  now  in  charge  of  the  stock  room.  He  is 
married  and  has  four  children. 

Miss  Laura  Daily,  who  had  a muscle  disorder  which  affected  her  legs,  did 
not  walk  until  she  was  four  years  old.  She  has  had  five  operations.  Pres- 
ently she  is  doing  a commendable  job  as  a Clerk-Typist  for  the  Credit  Bureau 
of  Easton  and  Phillipsburg. 

John  Lawrence,  a victim  of  cerebral  palsy,  can  be  found  at  the  northwest 
corner  of  Centre  Square  where  he  is  gainfully  employed  as  a newspaper 
vendor. 

Nicholas  Ippolito,  who  is  working  at  Burstein  Brothers  as  a pocketbook 
framer,  had  polio  at  age  three  and  started  to  walk  when  he  was  six  years  old. 
He  was  placed  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  Employment  Service  and  has  been 
working  for  Burstein  Brothers  for  six  months.  Nicholas  says  "Never  feel 
badly  because  you  are  handicapped  because  there  is  always  someone  who  is 
worse  than  you  are.  "

Of  his  leg,  Frank  says  ''It  never  has  been 
a handicap,  I don't  need  two  good  legs  in 
my  kind  of  work  ....  a lot  of  plants 
don't  bother  with  you  if  you  have  a handi- 
cap. I put  up  with  that  plenty,  but 
Maxson's  has  given  me  a job  and  I am  glad 
to  work  for  them,  who  wouldn’t  be.  It  is  a 
wonderful  outfit  to  work  for.'' 


Michael  Manno,  employed  in  the  Accounting 
Department  of  W.  L.  Maxson  Plant,  old  Forge, 
had  pol  io  at  age  twenty-three  and  was  con- 
fined to  bed  for  three  years.  He  had  an 
idea  he  could  get  a job,  which,  with  deter- 
mination, landed  him  the  position  with 
Maxson's. 


joe  Ward,  employed  by  w.  L.  Maxson 
Plant,  Old  Forge,  as  a bench  worker 
in  the  Sheet  Metal  Section.  Joe  has 
to  get  around  on  crutches  because  he 
was  felled  by  a truck  when  he  was 
nine  years  old,  suffering  the  loss 
of  one  leg  and  deformity  of  the 
other.  His  foreman  says  he  is  doing 
''Fine.''  Joe  smiles  and  says  "This 
is  the  first  real  job  I've  ever  had, 
the  guy  with  a physical  defect  can 
do  a job,  if  he  can  get  hired." 
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WILKES-BARRE 

One  of  the  outstanding  achievements  in  the  field  of  hiring  the  handicapped,  is 
that  of  the  William  A.  Betterly,  Inc.  , formerly  Fibrous  Glass  Insulation 
Company,  Inc.  , which  hires  only  disabled  veterans,  having  gained  nation- 
wide attention  through  the  publication  of  "The  Wilkes-Barre  Story.  " 

This  firm  was  confident  of  obtaining  defense  contracts,  but  among  other  diffi- 
culties, they  had  the  problem  of  available  employes.  At  one  time  as  many  as 
93  employes  were  on  the  payroll  and  every  man  from  the  Superintendent  down, 
was  a veteran  with  service  connected  disability. 

The  interviewing  and  testing  for  the  various  jobs  were  performed  by  the 
Wilkes-Barre  State  Employment  Office.  Naturally,  this  firm  was  selected 
unanimously  for  the  Employer  Award  of  Merit,  which  in  1952  was  presented 
by  the  Committee  Chairman,  Mr.  Saul.  (See  picture.)

As  a direct  result  of  NEPH  Week  publicity,  considerable  public  interest  has 
been  aroused  in  the  activities  of  the  area  Quand  Meme  Club,  an  organization 
composed  entirely  of  handicapped  individuals.  This  interest  is  due  primarily 
to  a display  of  articles,  made  by  members,  which  was  arranged  for  in  a local 
store  window  during  the  week.  For  some  time  the  members  of  this  group  have 
desired  to  obtain  quarters  which  they  could  occupy  as  a sheltered  workshop. 
Through  the  interest  engendered  by  NEPH  Week  activities  this  ambition  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  local  Rotary,  Kiwanis  and  Lions  Clubs  and 
selected  members  of  the  group,  Mr.  Dale  Hill,  Chairman  of  the  NEPH  Com- 
mittee and  Earl  C.  Swisher,  Manager,  PSES,  appeared  before  these  groups  in 
an  effort  to  enlist  their  support. 

At  a meeting  held  on  December  8,  attended  by  one  representative  from  each 
of  the  three  service  clubs,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Milton  Chapter, 
American  Red  Cross,  Mr.  Hill  and  Mr.  Swisher,  representing  the  Area 
Committee  for  Employment  of  the  Physically  Handicapped,  the  proposal  was 
discussed  at  some  length.  Representatives  from  the  service  clubs  report 
that  their  organizations  were  willing  to  assume  jointly  the  payment  of  rent 
and  light  for  quarters  in  the  business  section  of  Milton  for  a combined  work- 
shop and  store,  for  a period  of  at  least  six  months.  The  organizations  are 
willing  to  consider  an  extension  of  this  time  if  at  the  end  of  the  six  months 
the  project  has  not  become  self-supporting. 


After  considerable  discussion,  it  was  decided  that  this  offer  should  be  ac- 
cepted, the  location  under  consideration  to  be  leased  immediately,  and  opened 
at  once  in  order  to  benefit  the  Christmas  trade.  The  individuals  in  attendance 
at  the  meeting  will  constitute  a board  of  directors  to  advise  the  handicapped 
group  in  their  operations  and  represent  the  service  clubs  in  the  project.

John  Rhenish  was  injured  in  an  industrial 
accident  in  1939,  resulting  in  paralysis 
from  the  hips  down.  He  is  a paraplegic 
and  has  been  confined  to  a wheelchair. 

Mr.  Rhenish  was  determined  to  earn  a 
living  and  since  his  hobby  has  been  radio, 
he  enrolled  in  a correspondence  course, 
which  he  completed  in  two  years,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  State  Bureau  of 
Rehabilitation,  who  set  up  sixteen  weeks 
of  tutorial  training,  he  became  an  expert 
radio  mechanic.  He  set  up  his  business 
in  his  home,  suitable  to  his  physical 
demands  from  a wheelchair.  He  solicits 
most  of  his  business  over  the  telephone. 


ERIE 

Twenty-five  programs  were  heard  over  the  four  local  radio  stations,  and 
three  telecasts  were  shown  over  the  one  television  station  for  a total  of  385 
minutes.  These  included  twenty  transcriptions  for  250  minutes  of  time,  one 
script  program  of  15  minutes  prepared  for  national  distribution  by  the  Veter- 
ans Administration,  two  script  programs  of  15  minutes  each  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Employment  Service  (one  regular  weekly  "Job  Newscast"  and  the 
other  prepared  by  the  VER),  one  15-minute  original  program  by  the  Bureau 
of  Rehabilitation,  and  one  original  radio  broadcast  prepared  and  presented  by 
the  "Handicrats",  (an  organization  of  handicapped  persons).  The  three  tele- 
casts consisted  of  two  film  showings  of  15  minutes  each  and  a 30  minute 
locally  prepared  presentation. 
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Participating  on  the  30  minute  television  program  were  representatives  from 
the  Erie  School  District,  Manufacturers  Association,  Pennsylvania  State 
Employment  Service,  an  industrial  physician,  and  a local  employer.  The 
moderated  discussion  covered  the  community  efforts  in  the  problem  of  the 
handicapped,  and  what  is  still  to  be  achieved  to  promote  better  understanding 
of  the  capabilities  of  the  disabled.
